Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative submitted a proposed amendment of the 
specification and claims in which a distinction is made between the "harmful substances found in a house and those 
found in the context of a bedsore-preventing product. Applicant's representative indicated that those harmful 
substances" that cause bedsores are well known in the art. With regards to the prior art of record, Applicant s 
representative indicated that the prior art applied uses a coating of copper instead of impregnation after graft 
polymerization. Further, Mr. Liss indicated that the the reference uses the copper to deodorize and not to neutralize. 
The Examiner noted Applicants intention to distinguish between "harmful substances" in a building and harmful 
substances" generated by a patient's body, however, the Examiner indicated that the language of the claims is very 
broad and the specification does not identify what are those "harmful substances" that are being removed/neutralized 
by Applicant's invention. . 
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
